STIR CONTENTS THOROUGHLY 
FROM THE BOTTOM 

PREPARATION OF SURFACE — 
Surface to be finished must be 
clean and dry, Wash or scrape off 
oil calcimine, loose paint, grease 
and dirt. Fill plaster cracks with 
a stiff paste made of Plasco Primer 
Sealer and Plaster Paris. Smooth 
or glossy surfaces should be rough- 
ened with steel wool or sandpaper 
before refinishing. 

NEW WORK — First Coat— For 
best results use Plasco Primer Sealer 
reduced with two pints of Leptyne 
or Turpentine per gallon. Use no 
Linseed Oil or other thinner for 
reducing Plasco Primer Sealer. 
Pittsburgh Fluid Oil Colors may be 
used to tint Plasco Primer Sealer 
to match finishing coat. As an 
alternate first coat, Plasco Semi-

pint of Pure Boiled Linseed Oil 
per gallon may be used. Allow 
24 hours for drying with this sys- 
tem. Finishing Coat"— Use Plasco 
Semi-Gloss Enamel as it comes in 
the can. OLD WORK — One coat 
of Plasco Semi-Gloss Enamel is 
sufficient over old paint in good 
condition where color difference is 
not too great. Where surface be- 
ing covered is extremely dark a 
second coat may be necessary for 
complete hiding.
